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The Catholic Hospital and School 
of Nursing at the End of 1942

THE annual study made each year by the Catholic 
Hospital Association of the United States and Canada 
has for its purpose a much deeper one than merely 
the presentation of service statistics. This annual study 
is intended first and foremost to afford the individual 
Catholic hospital and school of nursing an opportunity 
of viewing itself in the light of the field as a whole; 
secondly, to supply a factual basis for the formulation 
of national policies in the conduct of the Catholic 
hospital. Such a basis is needed by the higher superiors 
of the religious communities conducting hospitals; it 
is needed at times by Their Excellencies, the Most 
Reverend Members of the Hierarchy and by the offi- 
cials and members of charitable and educational 
associations related in one way or another to the 
work of the Church in our two countries. 

The Catholic Hospital Association has a unique 
opportunity which arises from the rather special char- 
acter of its membership. That membership, first of all, 
extends over a large part of the North American 
continent and embraces institutions in two countries 
which, different though they are in so many respects, 
are still united in common national, political, and 
economic aspects of their national life and which as 
far as the Catholic hospitals are concerned, are united 
by a bond deeper and more intimate than any merely 
political or national relationships could possibly be, 
namely, the possession of a common faith and of 
common practices in the supreme art of living reli- 
giously and holily. The Catholic Hospital Association 
also has the privilege and obligation as well as the 
opportunity of acting as a bond between more than 
200 separate jurisdictions of Sisterhoods, these Sister- 
hoods being distinct not only in their government but 
often also, in their spirit and individuating traits but 
again, intimately united through the bond of a common 
purpose, the care of the sick poor under the best 
achievable standards of excellence through the motiva- 
tions of religion and particularly, of the personal love 
of Christ. These prerogatives of the Catholic Hospital 
Association need only to be pointed out to be grasped 
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by anyone with vision as affording most unusual 
opportunities for penetrating into the inwardness of 
hospital problems both administrative and profes- 
sional, social and medical, public and private. The 
Sisterhoods conducting these hospitals are confronted 
day by day not only with the problems of the 
privately owned hospital, of the hospital organized not 
for profit, of the church-controlled hospital and of the 
Catholic hospital as such—since it is conceivable 
that there should be Catholic hospitals conducted by 
other Catholic groups under church control than the 
Sisterhoods — but also by the problems which arise 
in each individual institution from the particular 
character, the spirit, the constitution and rules and 
the mode of government of each particular Sisterhood. 

If it be true that the Catholic hospital in these two 
countries especially has its particular problems, it 
must also be said that in contrast with other hospitals, 
it has certain invaluable advantages. First of all, it 
should be pointed out that the particular traits of the 
Catholic hospital give it a measure of stability, 
stability in practice and administration, stability of 
personnel, stability of procedure. This stability is at 
times misunderstood by a superficial analyst and is 
represented as ultraconservatism. A superficial study 
might lead to the conclusion that ready adjustment 
to changing social conditions is almost impossible for 
the Catholic institution. Such a misunderstanding can 
arise in the mind of only one who blindly accepts 
precipitate change for progress. Sound adjustment can 
be effected only when that which adjusts maintains an 
individuality which in the last analysis must be the 
bearer of the capacity for adjustment. 

A second trait of the Catholic hospital is its motiva- 
tion. It sees in its service to the sick not merely a 
physical service but a spiritual and a religious one 
and thus diffuses the idealism of faith and of a 
comprehensive spirituality throughout the service to 
the sick. To understand the Catholic hospital, the 
integrated life of the religious Sister or Brother 
consecrated to a life of unselfish service by the holiest 





and most binding of dedications must be understood. 
From this dedication arises the security of the Cath- 
olic hospital, security for the personnel as well as 
security for the patient. There arises, furthermore, not 
merely the justification but actually the obligation 
to strive for the highest possible degree of excellence 
in the service of the sick. There arises, furthermore, as 
a necessary corollary, the obligation for the pursuit 
of constantly higher competence and the development 
of a progressively more ample capacity for service. 
The economic basis for the extension of activity is 
in the Catholic hospital secondary to the motivating 
basis. 

And so this analysis might progress, if space per- 
mitted, to point out ever so many implications of the 
Catholicity of the Catholic hospital. It is unnecessary 
to admit here that not every institution bearing the 
name of a Catholic hospital is worthy of it any more 
than that all hospitals or colleges or universities are 
worthy of their respective designations. On the other 
hand, the assertion may be confidently made that for 
the most part, the Catholic hospitals are seldom for 


iong unmindful of their high obligations and destiny, 
The checks to forgetfulness of high purposes are 
numerous and effective and sooner or later the instity- 
tion will become vividly aware of the thought con- 
tained in the Association’s motto, that it is the charity 
of Christ which urges us onward. 

In presenting this fourteenth annual study of 
the Catholic hospitals to the public, the officers 
of the Association do so with the confidence that 
during the past year, our Catholic hospitals have risen 
to the demands that have been made upon them. 
Those demands, as everyone knows who has followed 
contemporary history, have been severe ones. Those 
demands were made at a period when the problems 
of man power, of supply and equipment restrictions 
and countless others assumed their largest proportions. 
The statistics which are herewith presented, contain 
much evidence for the assertion that the capacity of 
the Catholic hospital for service may have been taxed 
during 1942 but that the demands great as they are 
have not as yet exhausted the Catholic hospital’s 
capacity for still further service. 


I. General Data Concerning the Catholic Hospital 
Field in the United States and Canada in 1942 


At the close of the year 1942, the total number of 
institutions in the United States and Canada which 
are rightfully designated Catholic hospitals, reached 
910. To this number must be added 403 institutions 
of diverse character, such as, nursing homes and 
convalescent homes, homes for incurables, hospital 
sections of various kinds of welfare agencies and 
similar institutions which, by common consent as well 
as by broad definitions, would be considered as institu- 
tions allied to hospitals. The total of hospitals and 
allied agencies is now 1313. This represents an increase 
of only ten such institutions during the past two years 
since the total number at the end of 1940 was officially 
regarded as 1303. 


It is admitted that the total of 1313 institutions 
probably is short of the actual total by 20 to 30 
institutions. During the past year especially, but also 
during the year 1941, many new hospital projects had 
been undertaken by the hospital and nursing Sister- 
hoods. It is probably too early, however, to have these 
new undertakings officially recorded and it is known 
that many of them are in the process of development. 
It is known, furthermore, that there are some institu- 
tions in the process of development and building which 
are regarded by their owners as substitutes for previ- 
ously existing institutions but which upon their com- 
pletion far from substituting for older facilities are 
regarded rather as supplementing the older facilities.

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We can point to recent developments in the states of 
Mississippi, Louisiana, South Carolina, Maine, Utah, 
California, and probably in other.sections of the coun- 
try in which during the next year or two, new Catholic 
hospital undertakings will reach completion. We are 
probably still too close to the date of the initiation 
of these projects to evaluate their full effect upon 
Catholic hospital statistics. 

Another problematic figure is included in our totals 
which at the present moment has a particularly tragic 
significance. The Association does not know officially 
and comprehensively what fate has befallen some of 
the hospitals in the United States possessions, partic- 
ularly in the Philippines, and it is not known, there- 
fore, how many Catholic hospitals are left in such 


regions. It is known that in Puerto Rico there is a 
noteworthy Catholic hospital development and a 
similar statement can be made concerning some of the 
more remote regions of Canada. 

The number of beds in the Catholic hospitals and 
allied agencies of the two countries now reaches a 
grand total of 165,429. This total shows an increase 
of 7889 over the corresponding figure at the end of 
1940 when the grand total of beds was 157,540. 

Third, the number of bassinets has also increased in 
the past two years by 3900. At the end of 1940, it was 
19,504; at the end of 1942, it was 23,404. These various 
facts together with the distribution of these facilities 
by geographical regions and by classifications are 
presented in summary in Table I. 


II. The Catholic Hospital in the United States in 1942 


A. Hospitals 

The general impression that during the year 1942 
the Catholic hospitals of the United States like other 
hospitals have reached a peak in the development of 
their hospital facilities as well as in the utilization 
of their facilities is amply borne out by the statistical 
data which are now available. At the close of the 
year 1942, the Catholic hospitals numbered 686 in 
the continental United States (exclusive of all allied 
agencies and related organizations). This total is 
10.9% of all the hospitals of the country, govern- 
mental and nongovernmental; it is 15.5% of the 
nongovernmental hospitals; 23.4% of the nonprofit 
hospitals ; and 70.2% of the hospitals conducted under 
church auspices. The first line of Table II shows the 
essential data upon which these generalizations are 
based. 

During the year 1942, the Catholic Sisterhoods in 
response to invitations of Catholic as well as non- 
Catholic groups alike have taken over the conduct 
of several hospitals. Full details concerning these 
transfers of ownership are not as yet available and 
hence they are not included in the statistics which 
we are here presenting. It is anticipated that the 
effect of these transfers of ownership will be notice- 
able by the end of the year 1943. 


B. Beds 

The 686 Catholic hospitals are reported as having 
101,595 beds at the end of 1942. This marks an 
increase of almost 12% in three years, the bed 
capacity at the end of 1939 being 90,976 beds. The 
bed capacity now represents 7.3% of the bed capacity 
of all the hospitals of the country, 27.7% of the bed 
capacity of the nongovernmental hospitals, 32.1% of 
the bed capacity of the nonprofit hospitals, and 80.5% 
of the bed capacity of the hospitals under church 
control. These percentages clearly indicate that except 
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for the governmental hospitals, the Catholic hospitals 
are somewhat larger as a group than the hospitals 
of the other groups as measured by bed capacities. 
Thus to illustrate the point, 70.2% of the church- 
controlled hospitals contain 80.5% of the beds in the 
church controlled hospitals. Again, the Catholic hospi- 
tals which constitute 15.5% of the nongovernmental 
group contain 27.7% of the beds of the entire group. 


C. Bassinets 

The number of bassinets in the Catholic hospitals 
has increased since the end of 1939 from 13,174 to 
17,445, an increase of 32.4%. At the present time, the 
bassinets in our Catholic institutions constitute almost 
one fourth (24.4%) of all the bassinets in the hospitals 
of the country, while they constitute approximately 
the same percentage of the nongovernmental hospitals 
(23.9%), almost one half of the bassinets in the non- 
profit hospitals (43.3%) and almost four fifths 
(78.3%) of the bassinets in the hospitals under 
church control. 


D. Patients 

The number of patients reported by the Catholic 
hospitals of the United States for the year 1942 was 
2,801,315, an increase of 29.3% as compared with the 
number of patients at the end of 1939 when 1,969,788 
patients were reported. The fact becomes more signifi- 
cant if it is translated into average patients per 
Catholic hospital. At the end of 1939, the average 
per hospital for the year was 2888 patients; in 1942, 
it was 4083 patients, an increase of 1195 patients per 
year per institution. (The number of patients quoted 
for the year 1939 may be in error by approximately 
plus 5%.) Bed utilization, therefore, the number of 
patients per bed per year has shown a noteworthy 
increase. In 1939, each of the 90,976 beds was occupied 
on an average by 21.6 patients; in 1942, each of the 
101,595 beds was occupied on an average by 28.5 
patients. The patients accommodated in the Catholic

hospitals represented 29.8% of all the patients of the 
country; 32.8% of the patients in nongovernmental 
hospitals; 43% of the patients in nonprofit institu- 
tions; and finally, 87.2% of the patients utilizing the 
facilities of the church-controlled hospitals. The 
relative utilization of the beds in our Catholic institu- 
tions thus becomes abundantly apparent. 


E. Patient Days 


In assembling the hospital reports for the year just 
completed, a special effort was made to establish a 
base line for future statistics concerning patient days 
in the Catholic hospitals. Since more than 85% of 
the Catholic hospitals sent usable reports, it may be 
assumed that an extension based on such returns 
may be considered reliable particularly since the 
extension was based not on the number of institutions 
but on the number of beds reported by the institu- 
tions. With this in mind, the 686 Catholic hospitals 
gave a total of 26,332,361 days of hospital care. The 
average stay per patient was thus 9.4 days. Since each 
of the beds was occupied by 28.5 patients, each bed 
was utilized on an average of 267.9 days, yielding a 
percentage of occupancy of 73.4%. In the three years 
1937, 1938, and 1939, the corresponding occupancy 
percentages were 60.4%, 64.8%, and 67, respectively. 


F. General Statistical Data 

Table II gives the summarized data upon which 
these generalizations are based in terms of both 
numbers and percentages. 


G. The Catholic Hospital in the United States in the 

Geographical Areas . 

The value of national hospital statistics is very great 
in revealing general trends. A “breakdown” of such 
general statistics with reference to the five well- 
recognized statistical areas of the country has its own 
particular value in revealing the regional differences 
in trends and as affording a basis for numerous 
correlations between trends in hospital utilization and 
trends in commerce, industry, agriculture, etc. Even 
for the interpretation of state and county statistics, 
regional hospital statistics are not without significance. 

The national situation which we have just discussed 
will receive considerable meaning from the study of 
the hospital data in the five geographical areas which 
are commonly used in studies similar to the present 
one. The states included in the five areas are the 
following :

North and Middle Atlantic 


a) Hospitals 


In the order of increasing numerical importance, 
the Catholic hospitals constitute only 5.6% of all 
hospitals in the South and South Atlantic States, 
9% of all hospitals in the North and Middle Atlantic 
States, 11.5% of all the hospitals in the Far Western 
States, and 16.8% and 16.9% respectively of all the 
hospitals in the Central Western and in the Central 
Northwest States. The density of Catholic hospital 
distribution, therefore insofar as numbers are con- 
cerned, is from the two seaboards inland. In other 
words, there are relatively more Catholic hospitals 
in the central areas of the United States than in 
the seaboard states. 

This situation is paralleled by the percentages of 
Catholic hospitals of all the nongovernmental hospitals 
in the same areas. On the Atlantic seaboard, the Cath- 
olic institutions constitute 7.8% and 12.6% respec- 
tively, in the South and South Atlantic and in 
the North and Middle Atlantic States; and 17.4% 
in the Far Western States; in the central area again, 
the Catholic hospitals constitute a greater percentage 
of the nongovernmental hospitals, 23.5% and 25.5% 
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respectively, in the Central North Western and the 
Central Western States. 

Quite a different pattern is discovered when the 
number of Catholic hospitals is compared with the 
number of church-controlled hospitals in the five areas. 
In the North and Middle Atlantic States, the Catholic 
hospitals constitute 83% of the church-controlled 
hospitals. It is in this area that the Catholic hospitals 
have the greatest density among the church-controlled 
hospitals. In the Central West, the Catholic hospitals 
are 79% of the church-controlled hospitals where their 
percentage is almost as great as in the eastern states. 
In the South and South Atlantic States and in the 
Central Northwestern States, they constitute, respec- 
tively, 67% and 64% of church-controlled hospitals, 
while in the Far West, they show relatively the least 
proportional strength, namely, 61%. In other words, 
the peak in numerical strength is in the eastern section 
of the country with a decreasing gradient toward the 
southeast of the country and another toward the west. 
We probably have here a striking remnant of the 
history of Catholic hospital extension to the western 
states in which the migration of the Sisters from 
their eastern centers and mother houses to the more 
remote regions of the country produced a history 
of such daring pioneering. The further suggestion 
may be made based on these facts that the Catholic 
hospital in its historical extension has followed rather 
the westward march of population than the westward 
extension of hospital facilities. 


b) Beds 


In the South and South Atlantic States, the beds 
in our Catholic hospitals constitute only 4.8% of all 
hospital beds while in the Central and Northwestern 
States, they constitute 11.7%. In the other regions of 
the country, the percentages, as may be seen from 
Table IIT, are intermediate between these two 
extremes. Of the beds in nongovernmental hospitals, 
those in Catholic hospitals constitute as high a 
percentage as 41.1% in the Central Northwestern 
States but as relatively low a percentage as 20% 
in the North and Middle Atlantic States. In the 
Central West, the percentage of beds in Catholic 
hospitals to the beds in all nongovernmental hospitals 


is almost as high as it is in the Central Northwestern 
States while in the states of the South and South 
Atlantic region, the percentage of the beds in Cath- 
olic hospitals as compared with all the beds in non- 
governmental hospitals is slightly higher than it is 
in the North and Middle Atlantic States. 

In the North and Middle Atlantic States, the 
number of beds in Catholic hospitals constitutes fully 
96.6% of the beds in all hospitals under church control, 
while in the Far Western States, they constitute only 
62.3%. It is significant that in all five regions, the 
percentage of the beds in all the church-controlled 
institutions is higher than the corresponding per- 
centage of the number of the hospitals themselves 
indicating that in the region the individual Catholic 
hospitals must be somewhat larger than the other 
hospitals under church control. 


c) Patients 

The number of patients cared for in the Catholic 
hospitals of the Central West constitute 35.3% of 
all the patients cared for in the hospitals of the region. 
In the South and South Atlantic States, the corre- 
sponding percentage is only 14.9% while in the 
North and North Atlantic States, it is 15.6%, in the 
Far West 22.3% and in the Central Northwest, 32.9%. 
In all five regions, the percentage of patients in the 
Catholic hospitals in relation to those in all of the 
hospitals is approximately three times larger than 
would be anticipated on the basis merely of the 
percentages in the number of the institutions. Con- 
trasting the number of patients in the Catholic hospi- 
tals with those in the church-controlled hospitals, we 
find that in three of the areas, namely, in the South 
and South Atlantic, in the North and Middle Atlantic 
and in the Central West areas, the percentage of 
patients in the Catholic hospitals constitute 90% or 
slightly more of all the patients in the church- 
controlled hospitals. In the Far West, the patients 
in the Catholic hospitals constitute 71.4% of all 
the patients in the church-controlled hospitals and 
in the Central and Northwestern region, 69.5%. 

In four of the five regions, the fact stands out that 
the percentage of beds in the Catholic institutions as 
contrasted with those of the church-controlled hospi-

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tals is higher than would be expected on the basis 
of the number of hospitals and in turn, the percentage 
of the patients is higher than would be expected on 
the basis of the bed percentages. Only in the North 
and Middle Atlantic States is this not true. There, 
while the Catholic hospitals constitute 83% of all 
the church-controlled hospitals and the beds, 96.6% 
of the beds in the church-controlled hospitals, the 
number of patients was only 90% of the patients in 
the church-controlled hospitals. 

Table III presents in summary fashion, the statis- 
tical data which we have here attempted to discuss. 
The Table is built up of three sections, each section 
having three columns. The first section of the Table 
shows the percentages which the Catholic hospitals are 
of all hospitals, of nongovernmental hospitals and of 
the church hospitals. The second and third sections 
of the Table give the percentages of the beds and 
the patients respectively, in Catholic hospitals as 
contrasted with all hospitals, with nongovernmental 
hospitals and with church-controlled hospitals. 


d) Average Stay and Percentage of Occupancy 

The data which we are here discussing become 
significant for an understanding of what has occurred 
in the Catholic hospitals of the country during the 
past year. The average patient’s stay and the per- 
centage of occupancy in the five regions are worthy 
of some study. Table IV summarizes the various 
calculations based upon the reported data. The first 
column of the Table shows the number of patients 
per hospital bed in the Catholic hospitals of the five 
regions during the year 1942. In three of the regions, 
as may be verified from an inspection of the Table, 
each hospital bed was occupied during the year on an 
average by 31 or by 31 and a fraction, almost 32, 
patients during the year. In the Central Northwest 
however, the patient occupancy of the bed was 26 and 
a fraction and in the North and Middle Atlantic 
States, it was only 22.8 patients per bed. 

The average stay of the patient in the five regions 
was calculated by dividing the total number of hospital 
days by the total number of patients. In four of the 
regions, the average stay was 9 and a fraction days, 
while in the North and Middle Atlantic States, it was 
11.7 days. The average stay in the four other regions 
was notably shorter than previous studies of our Cath- 
olic hospitals had shown. Only a few years ago, the 
average stay exceeded 10 days for the country as a 
whole whereas, in the present study, it is only 9.4 days. 

The data presented in the last two paragraphs 
submit the calculation of bed utilization in terms of 
days. Column three of Table IV shows the results. 
On an average, the beds were most extensively utilized 
in the Central Western region and least in the Central 
and Northwestern region, 301 days and 245 days 
respectively, being the average duration of utilization. 
Intermediate values were found in the other three 
regions. The bed utilization in the South and the South 
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Atlantic, in the Central Western, and in the Far 
Western area show rather striking uniformity. 

The last column of the Table shows the percentage 
of occupancy as based upon the facts in column three. 
The average percentage of occupancy for the country 
as a whole by this method of calculation is seen to 
be 76%. Three of the regions showed an occupancy 
percentage of 80% to 82%, the North and Middle 
Atlantic an occupancy percentage of 73%, and the 
Central Northwestern area of 67%. In 1939, as 
already pointed out, these percentages were decidedly 
lower. Only one of the areas, the North and Middle 
Atlantic, shows an occupancy lower than in 1939. All 
the others are from 6% to 26% higher than in 1939. 


e) Occupancy of the Individual Hospital 

Considerable interest attaches today to the occu- 
pancy percentage of the individual hospital. A few 
years ago, it was not uncommon to find in areas of 
the country, occupancy percentage as low as 40%. 
In the Catholic hospitals of the United States, only 
8% of the hospitals had occupancy percentages below 
50% ; 35% of the hospitals had occupancy percentages 
between 51% to 75% and a great number, namely, 
39.9% occupancy percentages between 76% and 90%; 
7.5% had an occupancy percentage of 91% to 95% 
and the remainder, namely, 9.5% occupancy per- 
centages between 96% and 110%. 

These facts are again in sharp contrast with the 
situation which we described in our annual survey a 
few years ago when it was found necessary to issue 
a warning against permitting occupancy percentages 
in excess of 85%. During the last year, almost one 
third of the Catholic hospitals (30.9%) had occupancy 
percentages in excess of this “danger value.” What 
this means just at this time of food shortages, supply 
limitations, and man-power restrictions can readily 
be imagined. 


f) Free and Part-Pay Patients 


It is unnecessary to point out here that the free 
service of the hospital and to almost the same extent, 
the part-pay service, is a fair indication of economic 
and social conditions. During the period of the 
depression, it was pointed out in our annual studies 
of the Catholic hospitals that our institutions were 
carrying huge charity loads and that as many as 
half of the hospitals were making themselves 
responsible for free service up to and in excess of 
33%. The condition today contrasts sharply with the 
condition of that past day. Fully 31% of our Cath- 
olic hospitals in the United States have a free service 
of only 5% of their patient census; 27% a free service 
between 6% and 10% of their patient census; 23% 
a charity load between 11% and 20%; and 88% of 
the hospitals have found it necessary to extend charity 
to one fourth or somewhat fewer of their patients. 
Only eleven and a fraction per cent of our Catholic 
hospitals assumed a free service in excess of 25%. 
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Despite economic affluence, the part-pay service of 
our Catholic hospitals continues at a high level though 
at a considerably lower one than during the period 
of the depression. Half of our hospitals (52%) extend 
part-pay services to 25% of their patients or fewer. 
The part-pay service is given to 5% of the patients 
by 11% of the hospitals, to 6% to 10% of the patients 
by 15% of the hospitals, to 11% to 15% of the 
patients by 12% of the hospitals, to 16% to 20% 
of the patients by 13%, and to 21% to 25% of the 
patients by 11% of the hospitals. Twenty-six per cent 
of the hospitals give part-pay service to 25% to 50% 
of their patients and 12% of the hospitals give part- 
pay service in excess of 50%. 

Table IV presents pertinent data 
marized form.

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H. Hospital Personnel in the Armed Forces 

The service flag of the physician staff members of 
the Catholic hospitals would contain on a reliable 


estimate between 10,000 and 12,000 stars; the service 
flag of the nurses approximately 10,000 stars. While 


these figures are admittedly estimates, they are based 
on returns from 337 hospitals for the number of physi- 
cians and on 257 hospitals for the number of nurses. 
The average number of physicians per hospital who 
have left our Catholic hospitals is 18 as based on the 
returns. Extending this to the 686 Catholic hospitals, 
we reach the total of 12,218. The average number of 
nurses per hospital who have left our hospitals in- 
clusive of those having schools of nursing and those 
not having school of nursing is 17. Extending this 
number to the 686 Catholic hospitals, yields a total 
of 11,532 nurses. It is unlikely that either of these 
two totals is accurate enough for statistical purposes 
yet the approximation will serve as a possible indica- 
tion of the results of a future more accurate count. 
It is probable that each of these totals should be 
reduced by one third so that one might readily 
estimate that from the hospital staffs approximately 
8000 physicians and slightly less than 8000 nurses have 
entered the armed forces. Individual Catholic hospitals 
must in many instances have made many and great 
sacrifices as the result of physician and nurse induc- 
tion. Percentages are here of little significance since 
it is not accurately known how many physicians 
constitute the active and the courtesy staffs of our 
hospitals and in this present inquiry, no distinction 
was made between members of the active and the 
courtesy staffs. Nevertheless, it is of some value to 
point out that while some of the hospitals report the 
loss of fewer than 10 of their physician or nurse staff 
members to the armed forces, the greater majority 
report the absence of 10 to 40 and a substantial per- 
centage, the absence of as many as 50 and 60 of 
their physicians and nurses. 


Ill. The Catholic Hospital in Canada 


A. General Statistics 

The increase in the number of Catholic hospital 
facilities in Canada since the end of the year 1941 
has been noteworthy: The number of Catholic hospi- 
tals has increased by 9 and the bed capacity by about 
4399, an increase in bed capacity of more than 10%. 
Both in previous statistical studies and in fhe present 
one, it is difficult to present a meaningful report since 
the situation is complicated by the existence of several 
large institutions under Catholic auspices owned and 
operated by the Sisters for the care of nervous and 
mental patients. In the present study, as will be seen, 
we have attempted to present the situation as faith- 
fully as possible by taking cognizance of these in- 
stitutions. 

The total bed capacity of 197 Catholic hospitals 
in Canada and Newfoundland today is 37,913 beds 
with 3872 bassinets. The average size of the Catholic 
hospital is 134 patients. These hospitals gave service 
during the past year to 461,759 patients, who utilized 
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these institutions for 10,413,663 hospital days. On an 
average, therefore, 17.3 patients occupied each hospital 
bed and the average stay per patient was 14 days. 
Since the beds were utilized on an average for 242 
hospital days, the percentage of occupancy for all of 
the Catholic hospitals was 66%. Omitting the nervous 
and mental hospitals of Quebec, in order to secure a 
more reliable base, 193 hospitals, having 26,046 beds 
and 3872 bassinets gave 6,275,804 days of hospital care 
to 449,588 patients. Details may be found in Table V. 


B. Provincial Statistics 


Considerable variation exists in the various 
provinces of Canada in the magnitude of the facil- 
ities and the service of our Catholic hospitals. The 
average size of the Catholic hospital is smallest in the 
province of Alberta; it is largest in the province of 
Quebec, both when the large nervous and mental 
hospitals are considered and when they are omitted 
from our calculations. In Alberta, the average size of

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the Catholic hospital is only 65 beds; in Quebec, it is 
346, or omitting the nervous and mental institutions, 
201 beds. The average size of the large nervous and 
mental hospitals is 2967. Omitting the province of 
Quebec, the next largest institutions on an average are 
those of Ontario with 147 beds. Manitoba is next with 
an average bed capacity of 128; and then follow 
British Columbia, Nova Scotia, Saskatchewan, New 
Brunswick, and Prince Edward Island with 123, 95, 
86, 85, and 75 average bed capacities per hospital 
respectively. 

With reference to the utilization of the beds, 
excepting again the province of Quebec, we find the 
largest utilization in Prince Edward Island where 
there were 37 patients per bed, with 33 in Nova 
Scotia, 24 in Saskatchewan, 23 in Alberta and Ontario, 
21 in Manitoba and 12 in British Columbia. It should 
be remembered that there is only one Catholic hospital 
on Prince Edward Island so that the statistics are in 
many ways not comparable with those of the 
provinces. 

The situation in Quebec is again complicated by 
the fact that the patients of the large nervous and 
mental hospitals stay for prolonged periods so that 
bed utilization in terms of patients per bed per year 
for these institutions is only one. Omitting these 
nervous and mental institutions, however, there were 
ten patients per bed per year in the remaining in- 
stitutions in the province of Quebec. 
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The average stay per patient varies in the different 
political subdivisions of Canada from a minimum 
of 9 days in Saskatchewan and Prince Edward Island 
to a maximum of 14 days in Manitoba; the other 
provinces having intermediate average patient stays, 
91% days in Nova Scotia, 11 days in Ontario, New 
Brunswick, and Alberta, 13 days in British Columbia 
and 14 in Manitoba. In the nervous and mental hospi- 
tals of Quebec, the average stay was 326 days per 
patient per year whereas in the other hospitals, it 
was 14 days. 

The per bed utilization in terms of hospital days 
per bed during 1942 was highest in Prince Edward 
Island where it was 333 days. Omitting this, how- 
ever, as scarcely comparable, we find the highest bed 
utilization in Nova Scotia where it was 313 days and 
the lowest in British Columbia where it was 156 days. 
The Catholic hospitals in Manitoba utilized their beds 
for 294 days during the year, those of Alberta and 
Ontario for 253 days, those of Saskatchewan for 216 
days and those of New Brunswick for 176 days. In 
Quebec again, we find significant differences due to 
the character of the institutions. The beds in the 
Catholic nervous and mental hospitals were utilized 
on an average of 326 days, the others, however, only 
on an average of 140 days. 

From these statistics finally, the percentage of 
occupancy is readily deducible. On Prince Edward 
Island, the 75 beds of the one Catholic hospital of

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the Island were utilized 90% of the time; in Nova 
Scotia, the average occupancy was 86% ; in Manitoba 
so% : in Alberta and Ontario 70%; in Saskatchewan 
60% ; and in British Columbia 43%. 

The average occupancy of the nervous and mental 
hospitals of Quebec was 90% ; of the other hospitals, 
it was 38%, giving an overall percentage of occupancy 


for the province of Quebec of 77%. It should be noted 
that these statistics for the province of Quebec are 
based upon the fact that the nervous and mental 
hospitals gave 6,275,834 days of hospital care to 12,- 
371 patients. Table VI presents in summary form the 
data we have here attempted to interpret. 


IV. The Catholic School of Nursing in the United States 


Wile the effect of the war upon the Catholic 
hospital has manifested itself in a decidedly increased 
paticnt census and the consequent development of a 
nee! for increased facilities, its effect upon the school 
of nursing has been thus far to discourage increased 
enrcilments and to make the administration of the 
teaching program more difficult by reason of the 
greater demands which the hospitals are making upon 
the student nurse for her service. The appeal, financial 
and otherwise, of positions in industry, in the various 
branches of the Armed Forces and in the many war- 
training programs for women in our colleges and 
universities, are making it increasingly more difficult 
to secure an adequate supply of nurses. The drive for 
increasing enrollments in our schools of nursing which 
has been so greatly intensified during the past two 
months might have been even more effective if the 
acuteness of the situation had been realized a year ago 
before the appeals for the service of our young women 
in other than nursing fields could have had a chance 
to take effect. As it is, this drive for more nurses 
today despite the cogency of the arguments and the 
eloquent and dramatic presentation of the country’s 
needs for more nurses must overcome many psycho- 


logical, economic and other obstacles before it can 
become fully effective. 

The basic statistical facts concerning the Catholic 
schools of nursing are presented in Table VII. 


A. Enrollment Statistics 

The Catholic school of nursing in the United States, 
as far as student enrollments are concerned, has been 
relatively at a standstill. It is true that the number 
of schools has increased by 9, but the average enroll- 
ment per school is still at 75.8 students per school 
slightly less than it was at the end of the year 1940 
when it was 76.5. Basing the school statistics upon 
the replies from somewhat more than 75% of the 
schools, the number of first-year students inclusive 
of the preliminary students was at the beginning of 
1943, 11,302. This figure contrasts gratifyingly with 
the number of second- and third-year students, in 
which classes the enrollments numbered 8868 and 
8704 respectively. On the basis of the replies, the total 
enrollment of the Catholic schools was 27,979 at the 
end of the previous year. 

The number of non-Catholics in all of the Cath- 
olic schools of nursing of the United States constituted

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33% of the enrollment. Since the average student body 
in the Catholic school numbered 75.8 students, 25 of 
these were non-Catholics. This fact, of course, does not 
reveal the very significant differences in this respect 
which exist in various parts of the country. It would 
seem to indicate, however, that in the total enrollment 
there has been some decrease in the number of non- 
Catholic students. 


B. Graduates of the Schools 


The graduating classes during the year 1942 num- 
bered 7833 graduate nurses. This number of graduates 
was smaller by 212 than the number of graduates 
during the year 1941. It may be confidently expected 
that as soon as the appeals for more nurses have taken 
effect, there will be an appreciable rise in these totals. 
Up to the present, however, it must be admitted that 
a decrease rather than an increase in the number of 
graduates is statistically verified. 

The contribution which the Catholic schools of 
nursing have thus far made to the Armed Forces also 
calls attention to the need of more intensified efforts. 
The replies from the schools indicate that up to the 
end of the year 1942, 8799 graduate nurses have 
enrolled in the various branches of the Army or the 
Navy. Unfortunately, it could not be ascertained satis- 
factorily whether these enlisted nurses are chiefly 
recent or older graduates and to what extent war 
service is making its appeal to the present students 
of our schools of nursing. It may be surmised, how- 
ever, on the basis of suggestive though inadequate 
data that fully two thirds of the enlistments are 
recruited from the ranks of the graduates of the past 
five or six years. 

Another phase indicative of the availability of 
nurses is afforded by the data concerning so-called 
“inactive graduates.” While these data are admittedly 
partial, they, nevertheless, form the basis of a judg- 
ment. One hundred and eighty schools report 2966 “in- 
active graduates,” meaning graduates not in active 
nursing service. If the ratio can be fairly extended 
to the other 189 schools, we should reach the total 
of 5904 “inactive graduates.” This total is probably 
short of the actual total but whether it is too large 
or too small, it suggests, nevertheless, that a campaign 
to bring “inactive graduates” back into professional 
activity should certainly prove to be worth while. 
Justification is further given from such data to any 
programs looking toward the renewal of interest in 
professional activity of these young women. Refresher 
courses, therefore, are amply justified by statistical 
fact. 


C. Admissions 

A measure of comfort is derivable from the fact 
that the number of recently admitted students, that 
is, in the later period of the year 1942, was somewhat 
greater than at the corresponding time in 1941. Sev- 
enty-five per cent of the Catholic schools report 8856 
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admissions on their last admission date in 1942 jp 
contrast with 8672 admissions on the last admission 
date in 1941. 

In this connection, a word of comment on the annual 
frequency of admissions may not be entirely out of 
place. Two hundred and eighty of the Catholic schools 
of nursing supplied usable information upon this point, 
Of this number, 163, or 58%, reported two admission 
dates per year; 79, or 28%, reported only one 
admission date; 37, or 14%, reported three admission 
dates ; while one school reported a quarterly admission 
date. Whatever the meaning of these facts might be, 
it is noteworthy that more than half of the Catholic 
schools have attempted to modify their educational 
program to meet the changed conditions and to co- 
operate through this means in filling the national 
need for more nurses. 


D. Educational Program 


Besides changes in the frequency of admissions, the 
Catholic schools have made other changes to meet the 
impact of national problems. One hundred and forty- 
eight schools, or slightly more than 50%, report that 
they have made changes in their recruiting and admis- 
sion procedures. These schools are making intensified 
appeals ta high school graduates, are establishing 
school visiting days for the friends of their student 
nurses, are sending out members of their faculty to ad- 
dress groups of young women, are intensifying their 
vocational guidance programs, are using newspaper 
publicity more extensively than formerly, are publish- 
ing school papers which they distribute to high school 
students and friends, and are employing numerous 
other procedures for bringing the needs of the nursing 
profession to the attention of prospective students. 
Several of the comments made by the schools indicate 
that these procedures have been in use during part 
only of the year 1942 so that it may be thought too 
early to note the effectiveness of these methods. 

Acceleration of the program has not met with 
universal acceptance among our Catholic schools. A 
certain conservatism is evidenced by the fact that 
only approximately one half of the reporting schools 
have shortened the curricular periods, while an equal 
number state that they have preferred to retain the 
old program. Upon these points, the character of the 
replies left little doubt since only in very few cases 
was this question left unanswered. There is consider- 
able evidence in the replies to show that the need for 
acceleration has come upon the schools with a certain 
degree of surprise and the school directors have not 
had the opportunity as yet of modifying their cur- 
ricular procedures. Several of the schools comment 
upon the fact that they have only recently succeeded 
in making curricular adjustments which they hoped 
might continue for some years so as to constitute 4 
valid experiment and that they felt as a consequence, 
that a new adjustment before the previous one had 
been given an adequate trial was inadvisable. To be

sure, the present situation has taken all schools, par- 
ticularly colleges and universities, by surprise and has 
demanded what cannot but be a complete educational 
upheaval not only with reference to methods but also 
what is much more significant, with reference to the 
objectives of education. Whether a significant per- 
centage of the schools of nursing will be able to main- 
tain this conservative attitude and carry over through 
this period of stress the educational purposes and 
methods which have seemed to every student of the 
field of nursing education so indicative of professional 
progress, is a question the answer to which can surely 
not be foreseen at the present time. Many educators, 
however, insist that for the time being, we have a 
more important and immediate objective, namely, the 
winning of the war to the achievement of which objec- 
tive, every school inclusive of the professional schools, 
must make its contribution even at the cost of the 
greatest sacrifices. 

In the reports this year, the question was also asked 
whether the schools are preparing for the inauguration 
of the Student Nurse Reserve Corps. Approximately 
58% of the schools reported that such preparation was 
being made. A fair number of the schools stated that 
school committees were active in studying the pro- 
gram and in following its development. Others moti- 
vated their delay in the inauguration of an accelerated 
program by their expectancy of the early inauguration 
of the Nurse Reserve Corps. 

In answer to the question whether the school was 
finding it difficult to conduct its program under 
present-day conditions, 41% of the schools reported 
that they were able to meet their problems with some 
measure of satisfaction to themselves while 50% con- 
fessed having serious difficulties. The nature of these 
difficulties ranged from financial to student problems 
and from supply problems to faculty problems. An 
analysis of the replies on this score has not as yet 
been made but it may be confidently expected that 
such an anlysis will reveal points of considerable in- 
terest. It is noteworthy that the difficulties seem to 
bear a definite relationship to the geographical loca- 
tion of the school. A particular problem seems to 
affect the schools of a given locality to a greater extent 
than was reported from other localities. It is also 
noteworthy that the difficulties which were mentioned 
were not such as are usually associated with the avail- 
ability or nonavailability of financial support for the 
school program. Ever so many of the schools pointed 
out the pressures under which the school labors in 
meeting the immediate practical demands of the hos- 
pital for more nursing service. This problem is ob- 
viously related to many other national questions. It 
seems clear that most, if not all of the difficulties, 
Suggested by the schools will tend toward an impair- 
ment of a sound educational procedure unless the 
problems are met by intensified administrative wis- 
dom and the greater educational effectiveness of the 
faculty. 
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E. The Faculty 

The study undertaken a few years ago of the typical 
faculty of a Catholic school of nursing has been used 
as a base line for changes. Without wishing here to 
make an intensive study of the subject, certain general 
conclusions may be offered to reveal the trends which 
are operative in our schools. A more complete report 
will be made subsequently. The general conclusions, 
summarizing conditions at the end of 1942, are briefly 
the following: 

1. A greater number of members of the clergy are 
participating in the teaching program of the schools 
so that at the present time, on an average, there are 
three priest faculty members for each two schools. 

2. The number of physicians actively engaged in 
the teaching of nurses is gradually diminishing. This 
fact may not be part of a general trend since it is well 
known that during the year 1942, the decrease in the 
number of physicians available to the civilian popula- 
tion has markedly decreased. Due to their increased 
responsibilities, the physicians have resigned from 
many of the positions which they formerly held in 
schools of nursing. At the present, despite the de- 
mands made upon the physician’s time, there is an 
average of 9 physicians per school teaching the nurses. 

3. An average of 2% Sisters per school of nursing 
is engaged in full-time service to the school in either 
an administrative or teaching capacity. 

4. An average of 1% lay graduate nurses per school 
is functioning on the faculty of our schools. 

5. An average of two additional persons besides 
those mentioned above is found on the faculty. 

6. Three Sisters per school are giving didactic 
courses in the school of nursing. Of the total number 
giving such courses, 69% have at least their first col- 
legiate degree. 

7. An average of three Sisters per school are devot- 
ing all or a major part of their time to clinical teach- 
ing. Of the number so engaged, 28% have at least 
their first collegiate degree. Of the lay nurses engaged 
as full-time instructors in the school of nursing, 50% 
have at least their first collegiate degree. 

The situation revealed by these conclusions is in 
many respects a very gratifying one especially if it is 
borne in mind that the average enrollment of the 
Catholic schools of nursing is 75.8 student nurses. The 
co-operative understanding between members of the 
clergy and of members of the medical, nursing, legal, 
and other professions as well as the cooperative 
understanding between all these and the Sisters re- 
vealed by this brief analysis, cannot but be regarded 
as one of the outstanding characteristics of the Cath- 
olic school of nursing. 

It would seem, furthermore, that the 
stimulate higher educational requirements among the 
Sister members and the lay graduate members of the 
faculty of our schools has been eminently successful. 
The situation of today augurs well for the develop- 


efforts to 
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ments of the future if only the demand made upon us 
by the needs of the moment does not interfere too 
seriously with the general trend in our Catholic 
schools. There is, of course, another viewpoint which 
must not be overlooked. The relatively high educa- 
tional qualification of so many of our faculties of our 
schools should now make it possible in this period of 
emergency to guide and direct our schools with sound 
educational wisdom. Surely, our educational losses 
due to emergency procedures would have been very 
much larger if the trends toward higher education of 
our faculties had not put at the disposal of our schools 
well-prepared individuals for meeting the crisis. It is 
for this reason, too, that the outlook for a sound post- 
war educational development gives rise to consider- 
able optimism. 


F. Conclusion 

Looking at the situation broadly, it would seem 
that our Catholic schools at the present moment must 
undertake the serious responsibility for increasing 
their student enrollment. The faculties seem adequate 
for larger responsibilities. The availability of patients 
for conducting a clinical educational program even 
under the war stresses is certainly ample. Financial 
support for the program is today a minor rather than 
a major problem. The shortage of supplies and equip- 
ment need not of itself affect the seriousness of the 
efforts which the schools are making. With all of these 
favorable situations, it would seem that the Catholic 
schools should be prepared to carry a record pupil 
load and thus contribute to an even larger extent in 
meeting the national needs. 


V. The Catholic School of Nursing in Canada 


Perhaps the most obvious fact concerning the Cath- 
olic school of nursing in Canada as compared with 
that of the United States is the rather remarkable 
‘correspondence between the two groups of schools re- 
vealed by the enrollment figures. Just as in the United 
States so the Catholic schools of Canada have about 
“held their own” during this period of emergency. 


A. Enrollment Statistics 

In 1940, the average size of the Catholic school of 
nursing in Canada was 62.8 students; at the end of 
1942, it was 61.5 students. It is also remarkable that 
the first-year students both in the United States and 
in Canada constitute 39.4% of the total enrollment; 
the second-year students 30.9% and 31.7% for Can- 
ada and the United States respectively ; and the third- 
year students 29.1% and 27.9% respectively. The 
total number of students in Canada is about the same 
as it was in 1940, there being a slight increase of only 
106 students as compared with the enrollment at the 
end of 1940. 

The number of non-Catholic students in the Cath- 
olic schools of nursing of Canada at the end of the 
year 1942 was 37% of the total enrollment. Since the 
average size of the school was 62 students, 23 of these, 
therefore, were non-Catholics. This would seem to 
indicate an increase in the enrollment of non-Cath- 
olics when contrasted with previous statistics which 
have been presented. 


B. Graduates of the Schools 

Based on returns from 70% of the schools, the 
number of graduates has increased to some extent this 
year as compared with the previous year, the increase 
being not more than one graduate per school. During 
1942, the schools in Canada graduated 1463 nurses as 
compared with 1386 in the previous year. This fact 
also corresponds very closely with the corresponding 
situation in the Catholic schools in the United States. 
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It is very difficult to determine from the figures 
which are available the numerical participation of the 
schools of nursing in the Armed Forces. Sixty per cent 
of the schools report that 401 of their graduates have 
entered the Armed Forces. On an average, this fact 
means that 9 graduates per school have dedicated 
their career to the service of their country. If the 
same average can be extended to the remaining 40% 
of the schools, the Canadian Catholic schools have 
contributed 693 nurses to the service. There is no pro- 
cedure except a more extensive study of the question 
to determine to what extent this figure is reliable. It 
is planned, however, to enter in greater detail into 
this question when material is assembled for the his- 
torical review of the participation of the Catholic hos- 
pital and school of nursing in the war effort. 

Judging from the returns which have thus far been 
received, the problem of the utilization of the “in- 
active graduate” does not evoke as acute an interest 
in Canada as it does in the United States. On the 
basis of such returns as have been made, it would 
seem that on an average there are 10 “inactive grad- 
uates” for each of the schools. This figure presents a 
sharp contrast with the corresponding figure for the 
United States where 16 per school were reported. Since 
the number of graduates entering the Armed Forces 
and the number of “inactive graduates” per school are 
both relatively smaller than the corresponding num- 
bers in the United States, it would seem that in all 
likelihood the number of graduate nurses in practice 
for the civilian population is probably relatively 
larger but this tentative conclusion must, of course, 
be checked by a more careful and detailed analysis. 


C. Admissions 


The number of admissions to the schools in Canada 
during the year 1942 has been smaller than during 
1941. On an average the loss has probably been close 
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to one student per school though there are indications 
in the statistics that the decrease may have been even 
larger. Here again, there is evidence that the schools 
are «ware of the problem confronting them. Sixty per 
cent of the schools reporting have modified their ad- 
mission procedures to some extent. Two thirds of the 
schools are now admitting students at least twice a 
year; only one school reports three admissions per 
yea: and one, four admissions. One third of the 
scheols only are restricting their admission dates to 
one admission per year. This seems to be the only 
adj: stment of major significance that has been made 
by ‘he schools. To judge from the returns which are 
available, there has been relatively little adjustment 
in the other phases of the recruiting and admission 
procedure, only one third of the schools reporting 
such changes. Whether this means that a shortage of 
student nurses has not been as acutely felt in Canada 
as it has in the United States by our Catholic schools 
of nursing or whether there is some other explanation 
for the fact, has not as yet been determined. 


D. Educational Program 

Curricular adjustments seem relatively less frequent 
among the Catholic schools of Canada than among 
those of the United States. Acceleration as the term 
is understood in the United States seems to have 
evoked relatively little interest among our schools in 
Canada. Scarcely more than 10% of the schools have 
reported accelerating procedures. In the same way, 
such programs as our Student Nurse Reserve Corps 
have made relatively smaller demands upon the Cath- 
olic schools of Canada than they have upon those of 
the United States. There is some indication that the 
number of faculty members has been increased as will 
be shown in the next paragraph. It may also well be 
that the schools expect a noteworthy increase in en- 
rollment during the coming year and are preparing 
for it to a greater degree than can be determined from 
the reported statistics for the past year. Some indica- 
tion of this might be found in the fact that twice as 
many of the schools report the pressure of increased 
difficulties in conducting the schools as those which 
report no increase in these difficulties. It would seem, 
therefore, that the harder days for the Catholic school 
of nursing in Canada still lie ahead and that the full 
impact of the war situation has not as yet been felt. 
Th: statistics still show conditions and situations 
whi-h are not decidedly out of line with the statistics 
of 938 and 1939. 


E. The Faculty 
As intimated above, the faculties of our Catholic 


schools of nursing in Canada seem to have been 
numerically increased. At the present time, the typical 
school of nursing in Canada as based upon statistical 
returns has the following number of faculty members: 
One priest, who for the most part, teaches the courses 
in Religion and in many instances also, a basic course 
in ethics or some other branch of philosophy ; 11 part- 
time physicians who lecture on clinical subjects but 
in some instances, give courses in the basic sciences ; 
2 Sisters in administrative or administrative and in- 
structional positions; 2 to 3 Sisters who give didactic 
courses in basic or nursing subjects; 5 Sisters who 
participate in the clinical instruction of the nurse; 
one lay nurse who usually is engaged in the teaching 
of one of the basic sciences and 2 other persons en- 
gaged in instructional duties. Relatively speaking, 
this typical faculty is numerically stronger than it is 
in the schools of the United States. There is a rela- 
tively greater participation of physicians and of 
Sisters in the school’s teaching program and a rela- 
tively smaller participation of priests, lay nurses, and 
other members of the teaching personnel. It would 
seem that approximately two thirds of the Sisters 
giving didactic courses and approximately one third 
of the Sisters giving instruction in clinical nursing 
and finally, about one half of the lay nurses acting as 
instructors in the basic sciences, have achieved at least 
their first collegiate degree. 


F. Conclusion 

Taking a comprehensive view of the Catholic school 
of nursing in Canada at the conclusion of the year 
1942, it would seem justified to conclude that despite 
the pressures upon our Catholic institutions for the 
care of the sick, as shown by the hospital statistics, 
it has been possible to maintain a relative stability in 
the school’s program. It would seem even that con- 
siderable improvement has taken place particularly 
in the enlargement of the faculty. There can be no 
doubt about the availability of an adequate number 
of patients for carrying out the school’s program in 
clinical instruction. Moreover, since with the faculty 
increase there has not been a corresponding increase 
in student enrollment, the professional preparation of 
the student should be appreciably bettered. It is to be 
regretted that inadequate statistics do not permit a 
reliable judgment upon the school’s participation in 
the war effort nor upon the extent to which the Cath- 
olic school of nursing is sharing in the increased care 
of the civilian population. The greater stabilization of 
the school under the distressing war conditions is of 
itself an achievement of no small magnitude. 


Conclusion 


In addition to the data presented above concerning 
the Catholic hospitals and schools of nursing in the 
United States and Canada during the year 1942, a 
large mass of additional statistical facts have been 
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accumulated, a report on which would occupy much 
more space than can be allotted in this foreword to 
the Directory. It is hoped that time may permit de- 
tailed discussion in separate papers and articles which 
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may appear in Hospitat Procress from time to time 
as the leisure time of the editors permit their 
elaboration. 

The general conclusion is inescapable — the past 
year has made the greatest demand of which we have 
any record upon both the hospital and the school of 
nursing. This conclusion is statistically verifiable. 
Not thus verifiable, however, is the attitude of mind 
and heart through which these literally vast results 
have been achieved. The spirit of self-sacrifice and 
devotion may manifest itself under certain conditions 
in accrued statistics but statistics of themselves are 
scarcely more than an indication of what must have 
transpired in the souls and hearts of the Sisters and 
Brothers, of the physicians and nurses, of the techni- 
cians, and of the auxiliary workers in these institu- 
tions whose activities we have attempted to analyze. 
The members of our Religious Orders themselves who 
produce these results will take little or no credit for 
them. They will look upon achievement statistics as 


opportunity statistics, thank God for the vast number 
of opportunities thus afforded to them for achieving 
work for God and souls, for time and eternity, for 
suffering humanity, for patients and relatives of pa- 
tients alike. The statistician may use these facts for the 
evaluation of trends but the hospital and the nursing 
Sister or Brother will be interested in one trend only: 
whether through these trends souls have been lifted 
higher and higher, humanity has been advanced 
toward the great heart of Christ Himself. And so this 
evidence of wholehearted sacrificing labor is laid at 
the feet of Christ as an offering to implore the hasten- 
ing of that day when the peace of Christ will reign 
over this earth. We pray the Lamb of God, dona nobis 
pacem, and we pray this per haec dona, per haec nu- 
mera, per haec sancti sacrificia oblata, through these 
gifts, through these offerings, through these sacrifices 
which we humbly and most lovingly present to our 
Christ whose charity urges us ever onward.

2. The Arrangement of Hospital Directory 


Again we are using a vertical arrangement for 
the pages. This has necessitated the use of at least 
two and sometimes more lines for each of the 
hospitals, so that significant data might be adequately 
presented. The hospitals are listed by state, the states 
being arranged in alphabetical order and within each 
state the names of the cities and towns are again sub- 
alphabetized. The hospitals in a given locality, city, 
or town are listed in their respective alphabetical order 
the same arrangements prevailing for the provinces 
and other political divisions of Canada. 

The dioceses in which the various hospitals are 
located are set out to the right of the name of the 
city or town. The full name and address of the hospital 
falls in the second column. Special attention must be 
called to the next column in which a code number ap- 
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pears which refers to the full name and other informa- 
tion of the Sisterhood or Brotherhood conducting the 
institution. The lists of these Sisterhoods and Brother- 
hoods together with pertinent data appear in Tables 
X and XI. The year in which the hospital was estab- 
lished follows in another column and immediately to 
the right there appears a double column listing the 
number of beds and bassinets together with, in a line 
immediately below, a series of symbols descriptive of 
the institution’s status, facilities, and activities. The 
name of the superintendent of the hospital and of the 
director of nurses follows in another column, the 
latter’s name being indented in the typesetting. 
Finally, in the last column, we find the name of the 
chief of staff and of the chaplain of the institution.

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7. The Arrangement of the 


Previously, we have described the arrangement of 
the hospital directory. We have also indicated that an 
effort is made to develop uniform arrangement for the 
convenience of the reader. Accordingly, it will be 
found that the Directory of Catholic Schools of 
Nursing is presented vertically. In the first column 
wil! be found the names of the state and city or 
town in which the school is located. The states are 
arranged alphabetically, similarly, the cities and 
towns within a state. In the second column will be 
found the name and address of the school. The 
column which follows has been reserved for a code 
number to designate the Sisterhood or Brotherhood 
conducting the school. The list of these Sisterhoods and 
Brotherhoods may be found in Table X and XI. The 
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year of establishment of the school is reported in the 
next column, while immediately to the right the ca- 
pacity of the hospital to which the school of nursing is 
attached is reported and on the line below opposite the 
address of the school, space is provided for the inser- 
tion of symbols which describe some of the facili- 
ties and activities of the school. Following this, the 
student enrollment is reported. In the next column 
the name of the director of the school is printed. 
Finally, space has been provided for the school’s edu- 
cational affiliation, there being given the name and 
address of the university or college with which the 
school of nursing is affiliated, and in a special column 
the year in which the affiliation was effected. 


8. The School of Nursing Directory Code 


As in previous years, the editors have followed the 
technique of devising a code or series of symbols to 
indicate the status of the school, to provide informa- 
tion concerning the school’s facilities, and to designate, 
too, some of the activities of the school.

Ralph Waldo Emerson had little to do with American bus- 
iness, but he put forth a maxim which truly epitomizes every 
successful American business when he wrote: "Every successful 
business is but the lengthened shadow of one man."

Seaboard from Brooklyn to the Virginia Capes. 

Mr. J. Stanley York, comes next, and he covers from the 
Virginia Capes the rest of the Seaboard area all the way 
around to the Mississippi delta. 

Lastly, we meet, Mrs. Floriene Bourret, with headquarters 
in Chicago, Mrs. Bourret covers a radius of 500 miles therefrom.
